Noting  that  he  is.  about  to  receive  the  report  of 
the  Packard  Commission  on  defense  management 
and  procurement,  Reagan  pledged  to  implement 
the  panel’s  recommendations  “even  if  they  run 
counter  to  the  will  of  the  entrenched  bureaucracies 
and  special  interests.” 

House  Democratic  leader  Jim  Wright,  giving  his 
party’s  response  to  Reagan’s  address,  said  the 
president’s  defense  budget  must  be  cut  to  protect 
the  nation  from  another  danger  -  huge' deficits. 

“We  think  the  deficits  themselves  pose  a  danger 
to  our  national  security,”  Wright  said  in  remarks 
prepared  for  broadcast  after  the  president’s 
speech. 

Wright  said  if  Congress  approves  the  11.9  per¬ 
cent  boost  in  authorized  military  spending  that 
Reagan  seeks  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Oct.  1, 
“We’d  be  spending  almost  four  times  as  much  on  the 
military  by  the  end  of  this  decade  as  the  nation 
spent  during  the  height  of  the  Vietnam  War.” 


Wright  criticized  “glaring  waste,”  such  as  $400 
hammers  and  $7,600  coffee  pots,  and  said  “even  the 
Pentagon  should  be  held  to  strict  standards  of 
accountability  in  spending  taxpayer’s  money.” 

Reagan,  defending  his  administration  against 
charges  of  wasteful  and  sometimes  fraudulent  de¬ 
fense  spending,  said  Defense  Secretary  Caspar  W. 
Weinberger  “should  be  praised,  not  pilloried,  for 
cleaning  the  skeletons  out  of  the  closet.” 

“Those  few  who  have  cheated  taxpayers  or  have 
swindled  our  armed  forces  with  faulty  equipment 
are  thieves  stealing  from  the  arsenal  of  democra¬ 
cy,”  he  said,  promising  to  prosecute  them  “to  the 
fullest  extent  of  the  law.” 

But  even  one  of  the  president’s  most  loyal  sup¬ 
porters  on  Capitol  Hill  remained  skeptical  that 
Reagan  could  achieve  the  Pentagon  budget  he  is 
seeking. 

“I’m  going  to  do  my  best  to  support  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  request,  but  I  recognize  full  well  he  is  not 
going  to  get.  every  thing  he  is  asking  for,”  House 
Republican  leader  Robert  Michel  said  as  he  left  a 
White  House  meeting  several  hours  before  the 
speech.

Aquino  won't  ask  U.S. 
for  Marcos'  extradition 


MANILA,  Philippines  (AP),— 
President  Corazon  Aquino  said 
Wednesday  she  will  seek  a  cease-fire 
with  communist  guerrillas  but  not 
the  extradition  of  Ferdinand  E.  Mar¬ 
cos,  who  was  driven  into  exile  by  her 
“people  power”  revolt. 

Salvador  H.  Laurel,  the  new  vice 
president,  announced  plans  for  a 
general  political  amnesty  and  said 
the  insurgents  are  not  truly  com¬ 
munists,  but  people  Marcos  forced 
into  fighting. 

Government  television  announced 
that  a  military  committee  was  pre¬ 
paring  a  list  of  anti-Marcos  political 
prisoners  to  be  freed  Thursday, 
which  it  said  might  include  about  50 
percent  of  those  held. 

Mrs.  Aquino,  who  blames  Marcos 
for  the  assassination  of  her  husband, 
Benigno,  in  1983,  told  a  news  confer¬ 
ence:  “I  have  said  I  can  be  magnani¬ 
mous  in  victory.  I  would  like  to  show, 
by  example  that  the  sooner  we  can 
forget  our  hurt,  then  the  easier  it  will 
be  for  our  country  to  start  rebuilding 
from  the  ruins  left  us.”  ' 

She  also  announced  her  cabinet 
appointments  at  the  news  confer¬ 
ence,  and  said  Laurel  will  serve  as 


prime  minister  and  foreign  minister. 

American  helicopters  took  Mar¬ 
cos,  who  had  ruled  this  7,100-island 
archipelago  for  two  decades,  to  Clark 
Air  Base  on  Tuesday  night.  He  and 
his  party  were  flown  to  Hawaii  by 
the  U.S.  Air  Force  after  a  stop  in 
Guam. 

Mrs.  Aquino  met  with  11  members 
of  the  Marcos  government  Wednes¬ 
day,  including  Prime  Minister  Cesar 
Virata,  and  asked  them  to  stay  on 
until  her  appointees  receive  National 
Assembly  approval.  She  also  in¬ 
cluded  some  Marcos  men  in  her  new 
government. 

“Let’s  forget  the  past,”  she  said. 

Marcos;  68,  was  brought  down  by 
a  fraud-tainted  presidential  election 
which  Mrs.  Aquino  refused  to  con¬ 
cede,  combined  with  U.S.  pressure 
and  a  civil-military  revolt. 

Mrs.  Aquino  said  she  would  not 
ask  the  United  States  to  extradite 
Marcos,  whom  she  has  called  an  “old 
dictator.” 

Her  husband,  Marcos’  chief  politic¬ 
al  rival,  was  shot  dead  at  the  Manila 
airport  in  1983  as  he  returned  from 
three  years  of  voluntary  exile  in  the 
United  States. 

Gen.  Fabian  C.  Ver,  Marcos’ 


armed  forces  commander,  and  25 
others  were  acquitted  of  conspiracy 
in  the  slaying.  Ver  fled  the  country 
with  Marcos. 

Mrs.  Aquino,  53,  said  a  new  Com¬ 
mission  on  Good  Government  would 
investigate  alleged  illegal  transfers 
of  wealth  from  the  country  by  Mar¬ 
cos  and  his  associates. 

The  commission  will  also  study 
how  to  resolve  the  assassination  of 
her  husband,  while  another  special 
commission  will  study  constitutional 
reform,  she  said. 

She  said  charges  of  wrongdoing  by 
military  officers  would  be  investi¬ 
gated  and  members  of  the  military 
would  be  removed  in’  areas  where 
“people  will  be  in  danger  by  the  con¬ 
tinued  presence  of  certain  officers 
and  men.” 

Loud  applause  greeted  her 
announcement  that,  although  the 
riverside  presidential  palace  will  re¬ 
main  the  seat  of  government,  she  will 
not  live  there  because  “it  is  not  fit¬ 
ting  for  the  leader  of  an  impover¬ 
ished  nation  to  live  in  extravagance.” 

Military  bomb  disposal  experts 
Wednesday  searched  the  palace 
grounds  for  possible  *  booby-traps 
planted  by  fleeing  Marcos  guards. 


Devotional  attendance  low

Since  1981,  average  attendance  at 
BYU  devotionals  has  dropped  by 
1,500. 

According  to  Paul  Richards  of  pub¬ 
lic  communications,  figures  show  the 
average  attendance  at  devotionals 
during  fall  1985  semester  was  4,684, 
17.4  percent  of  the  student  body. 
Approximately  1,152  or  4.28  percent 
of  the  student  body  attended  forums. 
In  the  past,  average  attendance  has 
been  as  high  as  6,223  at  devotionals 
and  1,779  at  forums  in  the  fall  semes¬ 
ter  of  1981. 

Some  devotionals  draw  bigger 
crowds  than  others.  “Anytime  we  fe¬ 
ature  members  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
idency  or  President  Holland  we  get 
big  numbers  attending,”  said 
Richards.  One  of  the  best  attended 
forums'  was  when  Supreme  Court 
justice  Sandra  Day  O’Connor  spoke 


during  the  winter  of  1983. 

Students  say  that  taking  time  out 
of  their  busy  schedules  to  walk  to  the 
Marriott  Center  and  back  is*  one  of 
the  biggest  obstacles  preventing 
them  from  attending  the  11  a,m. 
Tuesday  forums  and  devotionals. 

“I  usually  don’t  go  to  the  forums  or 
devotionals  because  I  have  classes  at 
10  a.m.  and  12  noon.  I  can’t  get-  out  of 
class  in  time  and  come  back  in  time,” 
said  Todd  Landeen,  a  senior  from 
Draper,  majoring  in  history.  “I  know 
they  are  important  because  you  can’t 
schedule  classes'  for  that  time,” 
Landeen  said. 

Richards  said  that  students  may 
not  be  attending  the  devotionals  and 
forums  regularly  because  they  are 
using  the  time  to  study.  “Students 
are  placing  more  emphasis  on 
academics  rather  than  taking  the 
time  to  go  over  and  back.” 

“I  like  to  attend  devotionals  and 


forums,  but  my  studies  take  prece¬ 
dence,”  said  Steve  Oakey,  a  senior 
from  Rexburg,  Idaho,  majoring  in 
history,  “I  just  don’t  have  time  every 
week  to  go.” 

Others  argue  that  prominence  of 
the  speaker  and  subject  matter  are 
contributing  factors  in  attending  or 
not  attending  forums  and  devotion¬ 
als.  Richards  said  that  students 
aren’t  always  familiar  with  the 
speaker  at  forums  and  so  aren’t  in¬ 
terested.  Students  get  busy  with 
their  own  lives  and  are  not  aware  of 
who’s  who. 

The  university  sponsors  forums 
and  devotionals  in  an  attempt  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  total  education  of  stu¬ 
dents.  The  school,  he  said,  is  working 
on  the  education  of  the  whole  person. 
“We  entourage  students  to  take 
advantage  of  people  who  can  talk  ab¬ 
out  politics,  economics  and  things 
that  are  going  on  in  the  world.”

Donna  Zebolsky,  a  sophomore  in  music  from  Omaha,  Nebraska, 
and  Steve  Erickson,  a  junior  in  music  from  Alberta,  Canada,  may 
not  be  look-alikes  for  the  Pied  Piper,  but  their  melodic  strains 
sure  seemed  to  bring  the  students  out  in  droves  to  enjoy  the 
springtime  sunshine.  The  two  members  of  the  BYU  musical 
group  Colledium  Musicum  practiced  Baroque  and  Renaissance 
music  on  their  recorders  on  the  cool  Northwest  court  of  the 
Harris  Fine  Art  Building  for  an  upcoming  spring  concert. 


Dissent  of  engineers 
unknown  to  NASA 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  key 
NASA,  official  testified  Wednesday 
he  did  not  know  that  Morton  Thiokol 
engineers  remained  opposed  to  laun¬ 
ching  space  shuttle  Challenger  even 
after  their  company  gave  its  approv¬ 
al.  He  said  he  would  have  canceled  the 
ill-fated  liftoff  if  he  had  known. 

“I  believe  that  to  suggest  that  flight 
safety  was  disregarded  or  not  proper¬ 
ly  regarded  on  the  night  of  Jan.  27,  in 
my  opinion,  does  a  disservice  to  dedi¬ 
cated  and  committed  professionals,” 
said  George  Hardy,  deputy  director 
of  NASA’s  Marshall  Space  Flight 
Center. 

The  testimony  received  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan|s  shuttle  investigating 
eqmmission  clashed  sharply  with  that 
of  the  day  before  when  Morton 
Thiokol  engineers  complained  their 
opposition  to  launch  was  overruled  by 
their  company  under  pressure  from 
the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration. 

“All  of  us  feel  there’s  been  a  break¬ 
down  of  sorts  in  the  process,”  said 
chairman  William  Rogers,  a  former 
attorney  general  and  secretary  of 
state. 

The  panel  focused  on  decisions  by 
*  Thiokol  managers  and  their  NASA 
counterparts  because  it  suspects  a  fai¬ 
lure  of  the  seal  on  the  right  booster 
rocket  made  by  Thiokol  led  to  the  na¬ 
tion’s  worst  space  tragedy. 


There  was  testimony  that  Morton 
Thiokol  first  .opposed  the  launch,  for 
fear  that  seals  on  the  solid-fuel  boos¬ 
ter  rockers  would  not  work  after  a 
night  of  sub-freezing  weather  before 
launch.  But  the  company  reversed  it¬ 
self  after  a  10:30  p.m.  caucus,  despite 
continuing  protests  of  its  engineers. 

During  that  caucus,  Thiokol  mana¬ 
gers  met  without  their  engineers  pre¬ 
sent  and  Vice  President  Joe  C.  Kil- 
minster  ultimately  decided  to  sign  a 
memo  to  NASA  approving  the 
launch.  * 

Hardy  and  Lawrence  B.  Mulloy, 
NASA’s  booster  rocket  manager, 
strongly  denied  that  they  tried  to 
force  Morton  Thiokol  to  give  its 
approval  for  launch  under  risky,  un¬ 
precedented-cold  conditions. 

“I  did  not  detect  any  dissent  when 
Thiokol  came  back  with  their  final  re¬ 
commendation  (to  launch),”  said  Har¬ 
dy.  But  he  said  had  he  detected  the 
continued  dissent,  “I  would  not  have 
accepted”  the  go-for-launch  memo 
from  Kilminster. 

When  Mulloy  was  asked  by  Rogers 
whether  he  would  have  changed  his 
mind  if  he  had  known  of  the  con¬ 
tinuing  opposition  of  Thiokol  en¬ 
gineers,  he  sidestepped  the  question 
at  first.  Then  he  replied  that  he  would 
have  asked  Kilminster  “how  he  could 
recommend  launch,”  and  would  have 
raised  the  same  question  with  Hardy.

AS  BYU  candidates  face 
altered  campaign  codes

ASB  YU  elections  are  just  around  the  corner  but 
this  year  students  won’t  have  to  duck  behind  trash 
cans  and  cut  through  buildings  to  avoid  masses  of 
candy,  pencil  and  popcorn  pushers  who  usually  pla¬ 
gue  the  campus  during  elections. 

This  year  there  will  be  a  closer  regulation  of  the 
amount  of  paraphernalia,  posters,  flyers  and  but¬ 
tons  that  can  be  handed  out  by  candidates. 

“The  reason  why  we  changed  the  elections  was  to 
decrease  the  cost  and  shift  the  emphasis  from 
graphics  and  popularity  contests  to  qualifications 
and  experience,”  said  Lindsay  Bennion,  ASBYU 
public  relations  director. 

The  only  graphics  allowec}  for  the  candidates  will 
be  posters  in  the  Couggreat,  500  buttons  apiece, 
2,000  pamphlets  per  candidate  and  a  booth  in  the 
Memorial  Lounge,  said  Bennion. 

The  candidates  are  responsible  for  the  printing  of 
their  2,000  pamphlets  and  can  determine  the  quali¬ 
ty  and  the  amount  of  money  to  spend  on  them,  said 
Bennion. 

Each  presidential  candidate  will  contribute  $50 
and  each  vice-president  will  contribute  $35  for  the 
printing  of  a  booklet  containing  information  about 
each  candidate. 

The  booklets  will  be  printed  by  the  elections  com¬ 
mittee  and  will  be  available  to  students  in  various 
places  around  campus. 

It  is  possible  to  run  a  campaign  for  $75,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  quality  of  the  flyers  printed  by  the  candi¬ 
dates,  said  Bennion. 

There  are  also  less  rigid  rules  regulating  the 
campaigning  of  candidates  before  the  Nominations 
Convention,  when  candidates  officially  start  cam¬ 
paigning. 

This  year  the  only  pre-campaigning  rules  pro¬ 


hibit  the  use  of  voice  equipment  and  Wearing  or 
distributing  anything  with  the  candidate’s  name  on 
it.  Candidates  are  allowed  to  talk  to  people  about 
their  campaigns,  said  Bennion. 

In  last  year’s  elections  there  were  problems  with 
pre-campaigning  violations  so  looser  rules  should 
alleviate  the  problem,  he  said. 

“It’s  difficult  to  completely  avoid  campaign  viola¬ 
tions.  We’ll  publish  names  of  candidates  who  choose 
to  disregard  the  rules  in  The  Universe,"  said 
Bennion. 

There  are  approximately  16  presidential  team 
candidates  and  approximately  two  candidates  for 
each  vice-presidential  office  except  the  community 
service  office  and  the  organizations  office  where 
only  one  candidate  is  running. 

Bennion  said  the  deadline  for  candidates  to  regis¬ 
ter  is  today  at  the  second  rules  meeting  in  378 
ELWC  at  7  p.m.  All  candidates  must  be  present. 

There  will  be  open  forums  on  Feb,  27  and 
March  3  at  11  p.m.  in  the  ELWC  Memorial  Lounge 
to  debate  the  proposed  amendment  that  would 
change  the  constitution  to  allow  students  not  enrol¬ 
led  the  entire  fall  semester  to  be  eligible  for  the 
ASBYU  elections. 

The  special  election  concerning  the  amendment 
will  be  March  3  and  4  in  the  ELWC  Stepdown 
Lounge  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  library. 

The  Nominations  Convention  for  the  election  will 
be  March  12  at  11  a.m.  in  the  ELWC  Garden  Court. 

Primary  elections  will  be  March  13  and  14.  The 
results  will  be  given  at  9  p.m.  in  the  ELWC  Garden 
Court. 

The  presidential  debate  is  scheduled  for 
March  18,  at  12  p.m.  in  375  ELWC. 

Final  elections  will  be  March  19  and  20.  The  re¬ 
sults  will  be  announced  on  March  20  at  9  p.m.  in  the 
ELWC  Memorial  Lounge. 
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Egyptian  soldiers  battle 
civilian,  army  rioters 

CAIRO,  Egypt  (AP)  —  Soldiers  in  Cairo  and 
three  other  citie§  Wednesday  battled  disgruntled 
security  forces  and  civilians  who  set  fire  to  hotels 
and  nightclubs,  looted  shops  and  stormed  a  prison 
to  free  Islamic  extremists. 

Unofficial  sources  told  The  Associated  Press  that 
reports  indicate  there  have  been  “scores  of  deaths” 
and  hundreds  of  injuries. 

No  Americans  were  reported  injured. 

The  rioting  began  when  a  Central  Security  Force 
camp  near  the  pyramids  protested  “false  rumors” 
that  their  term  of  service  was  to  be  extended  from 
three  years  to  four,  according  to  the  official  Middle 
East  News  Agency. 

Witnesses  said  civilians,  apparently  angry  with 
the  government  because  of  rising  prices  and  the 
declining  economy,  quickly  joined  in  the  spree  of 
arson  and  looting. 

Troops  were  sent  into  the  streets  early  Wednes¬ 
day  and  tear  gas  was  dropped  on  rampaging  mobs 
from  helicopters. 

President  Hosni  Mubarak  gave  a  nationally  tele¬ 
vised  speech  blaming  the  trouble  on  “deviationist 
elements”  within  the  120,000-member  Central 
Security  Force, 

Utah  lawmakers  rush 
to  meet  fiscal  deadline 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Lawmakers  rushed 
to  wrap  up  the  $2.7  billion  fiscal  1987  state  budget 
Wednesday  under  the  pressure  of  a  midnight  ad¬ 
journment  deadline  to  end  the  legislature’s  general 
session. 

The  House  and  Senate  remained  divided  over 
two  major  budget  issues  —  a  proposal  to  bond  for 


$40  million  in  road  and  building  construction  and  a 
.9  mill  property  tax  increase. 

The  Senate  passed  both  proposals,  which  are 
backed  by  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter.  But  the  House 
stubbornly  refused  to  go  along  with  either. 

The  nuts  and  bolts  of  the  budget  were  worked  out 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday.  It  included  a  2  percent 
pay  raise  for  public  school  teachers,  plus  $5  million 
in  new  money  for  the  career  ladder  program,  which 
allows  teachers  to  earn  extra  pay  by  taking  on 
additional  responsibility  or  assuming  extra  duties. 
Altogether,  $42  million  in  new  money  was 
appropriated  for  public  schools. 

The  budget  would  provide  only  a  1  percent  pay 
boost  for  higher  education  employees,  and  1.5  per¬ 
cent  for  other  state  workers.  The  higher  education 
budget  would  total  $256  million  in  state  funds,  a  6 
percent  increase  increase  over  the  current  budget. 

U.S.  officials  predicting 
increased  aid  to  Aquino 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Encouraged  by  Cora- 
zon  Aquino’s  actions  during  her  first  24  hours  as 
president  of  the  Philippines,  congressional  and 
administration  officials  Wednesday  predicted  in¬ 
creased  American  aid  to  help  her  shore  up  the  sag¬ 
ging  economy  and  fight  a  communist-backed  in¬ 
surgency, 

Mrs.  Aquino  faces  enormous  problems,  but  she 
appears  to  have  taken  office  Tuesday  with  less  tur¬ 
moil  and  violence  than  the  administration  thought 
possible. 

The  relative  ease  of  the  transition,  particularly 
the  quick  switch  in  allegiance  of  the  military,  will  be 
advantageous  in  helping  combat  the  communist  in¬ 
surgency,  both  Pentagon  and  State  Department 
officials  said. 

Rep.  Robert  G.  Torricelli  (D-N.J.),  who  last 


week  won  approval  in  a  House  subcommittee  of  a 
cut-off  in  all  direct  aid  to  the  Marcos  government, 
said  in  an  interview  that  the  bill  is  now  dead  and  he 
would  favor  more  aid  for  Mrs.  Aquino,  although  it’s 
too  early  to  say  how  much. 

Administration  officials  liked  Mrs.  Aquino’s  ear¬ 
ly  appointments  and  her  quick  move  to  consolidate 
her  authority.  White  House  spokesman  Larry 
Speakes  said,  “So  far  she’s  done  a  good  job.” 

Authorities  find  body, 
cyanide-laced  Tylenol 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (AP)  —  Tennessee  health 
officials  warned  people  not  to  use  Tylenol  capsules 
Wednesday  after  discovering  what  appeared  to  be 
cyanide  in  the  body  of  a  dead  man  and  in  an  Extra- 
Strength  Tylenol  capsule  found  in  a  bottle  near  his 
bed. 

Manufacturer  Johnson  &  Johnson  earlier  this 
month  pulled  capsules  of  the  non-aspirin  pain- 
reliever  off  store  shelves  after  a  New  York  woman 
died  from  taking,  an  Extra-Strength  Tylenol  cap¬ 
sule  filled  with  cyanide. 

The  FBI  joined  the  investigation  into  the  death 
of  Timothy  R.  Green,  32,  whose  partially- 
decomposed  body  was  found  in  .his  bed  Sunday 
night.  A  bottle  of  Extra-Strength  Tylenol  contain¬ 
ing  a  single  capsule  was  found  on  the  floor  next  to 
the  bed,  police  said. 

Dr.  Charles  Harlan,  the  Davidson  County  medic¬ 
al  examiner,  said  early  tests  found  cyanide  in 
Green’s  body,  but  officials  would  not  speculate  on 
whether  it  was  in  amounts  large  enough  to  cause 
death, 

“Preliminary  tests  were  one  Tuesday  which  indi¬ 
cate  cyanide  is  present.  But  we  still  have  some 
confirmatory  tests  to  make  sure  that’s  what’s 
there,”  he  said.

Computer  firm 
will  construct 
Salt  Lake  plant 

The  Iomega  Corpora¬ 
tion  Tuesday  announced 
construction  of  a  new 
plant  in  the  Internation¬ 
al  Center  in  Salt  Lake 
City  which  will  create 
between  300-500  new 
jobs  in  the  Salt  Lake 
area. 

The  construction  of 
the  new  facility,  which 
will  be  Iomega’s  second 
plant,  will  begin  mid-  ■ 
March  of  this  year, 
according  to  Richard 
Pavlovich,  facilities 
manager  for  Iomega. 
The  140,000  square  foot 
facility  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  Nov.  1  of 
this  year. 

Iomega,  which  cur¬ 
rently  has  a  plant  in 
Roy,  Utah,  builds  com¬ 
puter  components.  The 
Roy  plant  employs  more 
than  1,200  people. 

According  to  John 
Thompson,  newly 
appointed  general  man¬ 
ager  for  the  Salt  Lake 
facility,  “A  portion  of 
those  employees  (for  the 
new  plant)  will  come 
from  the  Roy  facility 
and  the  rest  will  be  hired 
from  the  local  job 
market.” 

The  new  facility  will 
be  located  in  the  north¬ 
west  quadrant  of  the  900 
acres  of  the  Internation¬ 
al  Center.  The  Center' 
currently  houses  102 
other  companies  inclu¬ 
sive  of  American  Stores 
Inc.  and  Rockwell  Inter¬ 
national. 
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A  bill  passed  by  the 
Utah  State  Legislature 
may  assure  that  non¬ 
profit  medical  facilities 
will  never  have  to  pay 
property  taxes: 

Senate  Joint  Resolu¬ 
tion  No.  4,  passed  the 
House  on  Thursday  by  a 
vote  of  61-9  and  passed 
the  Senate  by  a  vote  of 
25-2.  The  passage  of  this 
bill  will  place  it  on  the 
November  ballot,  leav¬ 
ing  it'  to  registered  vo¬ 
ters  to  decide  if  non¬ 
profit  hospitals  should 
pay  property  taxes. 

There  have  been 
mixed  feelings  in  Utah 
County  about  the  rami¬ 
fications  of  this  bill.  Wen 
Harris,  public  relations 
director  for  Mountain 
View  Hospital  in 
Payson,  would  like  to. 
see  the  bill  defeated. 
“Profit  and  non-profit 
hospijtals  perform  the 
same  type  of  service. 
People  confuse  the  word 
non-profit  with  charit¬ 
able.  The  non-profit  hos¬ 
pital  charges  a  fee  to  pa¬ 
tients  exactly  the  same 
as  the  profit  hospitals. 
They  should  pay  the 
same  taxes  as  do  other 


Kim  Hartman,  public 
relations  director  for 
American  Fork  Hospit¬ 
al,  supports  the  bill. 
“We  do  supply  services 
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to  the  community  that 
should  be  rewarded  by  a 
continued  assurance 
that  we  will  not  have  to 
pay  property  taxes,” 
said  Hartman. 

Doug  Hammer, 
general  counsel  for  In¬ 
termountain  Health 
Care  (IHC),  a  non-profit 
corporation,  explained 
that  IHC  is  in  support  of 
the  bill.  “The  passage  of 
the  bill  will  provide  an 
obvious  benefit  to  our 
company.  We  have  no 
current  plans  to  endorse 
the  bill,  or  create  adver¬ 
tising  to  promote  it,  but 
we  do  support  it,”  said 
Hammer. 

Currently  in  the 
House  is  a  bill  that,  if 
passed,  will  eliminate 
the  state’s  requirements 
for  continuing  education 
requirements  for  medic¬ 
al  doctors. 

Proponents  of  the  bill, 
which  was  introduced 
•by  Franklin  Knowltori, 
R-Davis,  view  the  cur¬ 
rent  continuing  educa¬ 
tion  requirements  as 
ridiculous,  according  to 
Carolyn  Nichols,  attor¬ 
ney  for  the  Utah  Hospit¬ 
al  Association-. 

“The  state  requires 
that  all  physicians  earn 
15  continuing  education 
credits  per  year.  The 
professional  organiza¬ 
tions,  to  which  the 
physicians  belong,  re¬ 
quire  that  they

One  of  the  world’s  foremost  experts  on  volca¬ 
noes  will  explain  today  how  volcanoes  serve  as 
windows  to  the  activities  of  the  earth’s  in¬ 
terior. 

Robert  L,  Christiansen,  a  geologist  for  the 
U.S.  Geological  Survey  (USGS),  will  present 
the  annual  Quey  Hebrew  Lecture  at  7  p.m.  in 
254  HCEB,  sponsored  by  the  BYU  Geology 
Department. 

“Christiansen  will  speak  about  the  types  of 
volcanoes,  eruptions  and  where  they  take  place 
to  provide  insight  into  what’s  happening  inside 
the  earth’s  interior,”  said  Myron  G.  Best,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  geology. 

Christiansen  will  compare  volcanoes  and  tell 
how  the  differences  show  deep-earth  proces¬ 
ses,  said  Best. 

Christiansen’s  research  since  joining  the 
U.S.  Geological  Survey  in  1961  covers  both 
active  and  ancient  volcanoes,  chiefly  the  explo¬ 
sive  type,  in  the  Yellowstone  Plateau,  Snake 
River  Plain,  Great  Basin,  Cascade  Range  and 
Hawaii. 

During  the  1984-85  academic  year,  Christ¬ 
iansen  taught  courses  in  volcanology  at  Har¬ 
vard  University. 

The  annual  Hebrew  lecture,  sponsored  by 
the  Geology  Department,  is  named  for  Quey 
Hebrew,  an  alumnus  of  the  BYU  Geology  De¬ 
partment.  Hebrew  was  a  geologist  at  Shell  Oil 
and  an  international  consulting  geologist. 


Panel  discusses 
apartheid  policy 


i  White  House  assistant 
to  visit  Kennedy  Center

The  first  representative  of  the 
South  African  government  to  visit 
BYU  said  his  government  is  taking 
great  strides  to  put  an  end  to  ine¬ 
quality. 

Chris  Liebenberg,  from  the  vice- 
consul  of  the  South  African  consulate 
in  Los  Angeles,  participated  in  a 
panel  discussion  with  several  other 
experts,  including  Sen.  Terry  Wil¬ 
liams,  D-Salt  Lake,  Dr.  William  Lye, 
vice-president  of  University  Rela¬ 
tions  at  Utah  State  University  and 
Mrs.  Julie  Nielson,  who  was  part  of  a 
fact-finding  group  that  visited  South 
Africa  in  August  1985. 

Nielsen  briefed  the  audience  on 
what  she  had  deduced  about  the 
South  African  situation  while  on  her 
two-week  tour  and  concluded  that 
there  had  been  some  improvements 
made  in  that  country. 

Sen.  Williams  spoke  to  the  con¬ 
trary.  He  said  there  was  still  progress 
to  be  made  concerning  the  lot  of 
minority  residents.  Disinvestiture, 
said  Williams,  “would  be  a  way  not  of 
punishing  the  apartheid  government 
but  of  saying  that  the  United  States 
would  not  be  a  part  of  a  system  that 
oppressed  the  majority  of  its  people.” 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  govern¬ 


ment  of  South  Africa,  Liebenberg 
echoed  the  position  that  great  strides 
had  been  taken  in  the  direction  of 
progress.  “South  Africa  is  going 
through  a  fickle  time  and  there  is  the 
need  to  understand  the  situation.  It 
doesn’t  consider  itself  a  colonial  pow¬ 
er,  so  black  and  whites  are  all  Afri¬ 
cans,”  he  said. 

Defending  the  position  of  h'is  gov¬ 
ernment,  Liebenberg  said  most  inde¬ 
pendent  African  nations  have  terrible 
records  of  dictatorships,  human 
rights  violations  and  poverty;  there¬ 
fore  condemnation  of  South  Africa 
will  fail  because  critics  of  apartheid 
choose  to  ignore  these  facts.  “The  cri¬ 
tics  think  it  is  okay  for  blacks  to  mis¬ 
treat  their  fellow  blacks,”  he  added. 

Some  improvements  have  so  far 
been  made  concerning  political  parti¬ 
cipation  for  urban  blacks  in  a  new  dis¬ 
pensation,  said  Liebenberg.  “During 
the  1985  opening  Parliament, '  the 
president’s  speech  underlined  im¬ 
provements  on  the  issue  of  additional 
political  freedom  for  blacks.  Urban 
blacks  can  themselves  decide  their 
own  affairs  up  to  the  highest  level,” 
he  said. 

Proposed  reforms  underlined  by 
the  government  will  offer  blacks 
acceptance  as  permanent  urban  re¬ 
sidents;  approval  to  own  land  where 
they  live,  work  and  farm,

'86  Y  baseball  season  to  open 

Cougars  ranked  nationally

After  a  long  fall  pre-season,  the 
Cougar  baseball  team  will  open  its 
1986  season  this  weekend  in  Grand 
Junction,  Colo. 

BYU  is  ranked  11th  nationally  by 
“Baseball  America”  and  15th  by  “Col¬ 
legiate  Baseball.”  However,  Coach 
Gary  Pullins  isn’t  big  on  the  rankings. 
“Like  most  coaches,  I’d  much  rather 
be  ranked  number  one  at  the  end  of 
the  season  than  at  the  beginning,” 
said  Pullins. 

“I  could  predict  our  season,  but  in 
college  baseball  the  season  is  not  just 
determined  by  your  own  team,”  said 
Pullins.  “There  are  guys  out  there 
that  if  they  push  the  right  button, 
they  can  beat  you.” 

Fielding  a  young  team  in  1985,  the 
Cougars  had  many  concerns  for  the 
year.  However,  once  the  team  got 
rolling  they  were  hard  to  beat  and 
ended  with  a  NCAA  homerun  record 
of  148. 

Pullins  explained  that  his  major 
concern  before  the  1985  season  was 
how  the  team  would  do.  For  this  sea¬ 
son,  Pullins  is  more  concerned  with 
how,  the  team  will  continue  to  develop 
and  improve. 

|  “I  have  never  had  this  many  play¬ 
ers  who  work  so  hard,”  said  Pullins. 
“We  have  good  players  from  fresh¬ 
men  to  seniors.” 

The  only  significant  losses  to  the 
team’s  ranks  are  third  baseman  Mark 
Inouye  (.320)  and  catcher  Keith  Har¬ 
rison  (.302),  but  they  only  ranked 
seventh  in  BYU’s  cast  of  power  hit¬ 
ters. 

Returner  Dave  Morrow  will  take 
over  the  catcher’s  duties.  Brad  Ea¬ 
ger,  the  Seattle  Mariners’  fifth-round 
draft  choice  from  Orem  High,  will  also 


see  some  playing  time. 

Pending  to  start  at  third  base  for 
the  first  game  this  weekend  will  be 
sophomore  Mike  Littlewood  who 
played  shortstop  last  year  for  BYU. 

Starting  at  shortstop  will  be  All- 
American  Gary  Schoonover  who 
finished  third  in  the  nation  last  season 
with  26  doubles  and  a  batting  average 
of  .346. 

One  of  the  main  concerns  for  Pullins 
this  season,  before  fall  play,  was  at 
left  field.  He  explained  that  last 
year’s  outfield  just  wasn’t  as  strong  as 
it  should  have  been. 

All-American  Gary  Cooper  has 
been  converted  into  a  left  fielder, 
being  originally  a  center  fielder. 
“Cooper  will  still  see  playing  time  in 
center,  but  should  do  the  job  for  us  in 
left,”  said  Pullins.  Cooper  ended  last 
season  with  14  homeruns  in  21  WAC 
games  and  was  seventh  in  the  nation 
with  111  hits. 

Another  standout  for  the  Cougars 
this  season  should  be  right  fielder  Jeff 
Brown  (.406)  who  finished  10th  in  the 
nation  with  88  RBI’s. 

Unfortunately,  BYU  has  also  lost 
Brett  Varoz  because  of  personal 
reasons.  He  will  be  replaced  by  either 
Gordon  Dotson  or  Craig  Angelos. 

In  addition  to  BYU’s  offensive 
strength  (the  team  averages  more 
than  10  runs  a  game),  its  pitching  staff 
should  also  be  tough.  Returning  for 
the  Cougars  are  three  All-WAC 
pitchers  —  Mark  Beavers  (14-5, 
3.48),  Colby  Ward  (9-5,  6.48)  and 
Craig  Seegmiller  (6-2,  5.93).  Also 
tough  for  the  Cougars  should  be  Carl 
Keliipuleole  (6-4, 5.60)  a  J.C.  transfer 
from  Utah  Technical  College  and 
Todd  Newman  who  will  also  help  in 
center  field.

Y  Ombudsman  seeks  action 
toward  consumer  protection

Some  BYU  students  are  signing  their  rights  away. 

Utah  has  a  law  that  protects  consumers  who  buy  goods  from 
door-to-door  sales  firms.  The  law  states  that  the  consumer  may 
cancel  an  order  within  three  days  of  making  it. 

Craig  Brown,  the  current  BYU  Ombudsman,  is  looking  into 
this  issue  in  an  effort  to  enforce  the  consumer  rights  of  students. 

Representatives  of  sales  firms  have  been  canvassing  the  area 
selling  photographic  equipment.  Two  such  firms  recently  visited 
the  Ombudsman’s  Office  to  explain  their  position. 

They  defended  the  practice  of  having  customers  sign  wavers 
overriding  the  three-day  cancellation  period  in  exchange  for 
special  deals.  To  prove  the  legality  of  their  actions,  they  brought 
transcripts  of  court  cases  dealing  with  the  issue. 

The  law  70B-2-502  of  the  Utah  Uniform  Consumer  Credit  Code 
states  that  the  buyer  “may  not  cancel  a  home  solicitation  sale  if 
the  buyer  requests  the  seller  to  provide  goods  or  services  with¬ 
out  delay  because  of  emergency,  and  the  seller  in  good  faith 
makes  a  substantial  beginning  of  performance  of  the  contract 


before  the  buyer  gives  notice  of  cancellation,  and  when  the  goods 
cannot  be  returned  to  the  seller  in  nearly  the  condition  they  were 
received.” 


Explaining  the  mercantile  law,  Bill  Beadle,  president  of  the 
Better  Business  Bureau  in  Utah,  said,  “An  emergency  would 
seem  to  be  a  life  threatening  situation,  not  the  opportunity  to 
take  advantage  of' an  extra  offer.” 


Last  year,  more  than 
one  out  of  four  Amer¬ 
icans  went  on  a  diet.  But 
the  February  Reader’s 
Digest  points  out  that 
many  nutritionists  be¬ 
lieve  eating  more  com¬ 
plex  carbohydrates, 
such  as  whole  grains  and 
beans,  phis  exercise, 
would  achieve  the  same 
effect.

“That  cancellation  law  has  caused  problems  for  confused  con¬ 
sumers,”  said  Beadle.  Consumers  have  tried  to  apply  the  law  to 
purchases  other  than  home  solicitations.  “The  law  only  applies  to 
door-to-door  sales,”  Beadle  said. 

Dixie  Minson  of  the  state  division  of  the  Consumer  Protection 
Agency  said  that  “if  people  have  questions,  they  should  call  the 
agency  about  them.  ”  Both  the  Consumer  Protection  Agency  and 
the  Better  Business  Bureau  have  records  of  court  cases  and  laws 
pertaining  to  consumer  laws. 


Beadle  added  that  consumers  should  never  sign  or  agree  to 
anything,  “unless  you’re  sure  you  want  to  go  through  with  it.” 

“This  situation  concerns  all  BYU  students,”  according  to 
Brown.  “If  students  have  any  questions,  they  should  contact  us.”

Money  is  not  exchanged  at  the  booths, 
but  rather  by  tickets.  Those  attending

As  far  as  participation,  the  biggest 
attraction  has  always  been  CDU’s  “air 
guitar  and  lip  sync”  competition.

But  the  financial  benefits  of  “Friday 
Night  Live”  are  often  not  evenly  distri¬ 
buted.

The  next  highest 
money-making  club  was  Cougar  Squares, 
which  earned  $215.  According  to  Shelley

Abide  by  code 
or  go  elsewhere 


Because  of  the  recent  revelations  about  honor  code  violations  by' 
some  members  of  the  BYU  football  team,  the  university  faces  some 
tough  questions  about  the  enforcement  of  its  standards.  One  of  the' 
biggest  is  whether  non-LDS  students  should  really  be  expected  to 
follow  a  moral  code  they  don’t  believe  in. 

Some  Cougar  players  say  no,  and  some  of  the  rest  of  us  may  tend 
instinctively  to  agree.  After  all,  how  moral  is  it  to  take  and  take  from 
these  guys  on  the  football  field  and  then  tell  them  what  standards  they 
should  follow  in  their  personal  lives? 

There  certainly  can  be  no

question  that  these  players  do 
their  share  of  contributing  to 
the  university.  For  instance, 
Kurt  Gouveia,  an  outside  line¬ 
backer,  led  the  team  on  defense 
last  season  with  57  unassisted 
tackles,  one  pass  interception 


and  three  quarterback  sacks.  Tight  end  Trevor  Molini  ranked  third  on 
the  BYU  offense.  He  caught  63  passes  for  849  yards  and  three  touch¬ 
downs  last  season. 

For  Molini,  at  the  same  time  he  was  giving  fans  something  to  cheer 
about  in  the  stadium,  Standards  officials  were  on  him  for  honor  code 
violations.  During  an  interview  Friday,  he  told  The  Daily  Universe:  “I 
get  really  confused.  Sometimes  they’re  (Standards  officials)  under¬ 
standing,  sometimes  they’re  not.” 

Molini  suggested  a  solution.  BYU  should  change  the  system.  Non- 
Mormons  should  either  not  be  expected  to  follow  the  honor  code  or 
they  should  not  be  invited  to  attend  the  university. 

This  is  where  it  gets  tough,  but  as  painful  as  enforcing  the  honor 
code  may  be,  BYU  must  do  so. 

It  is  not  easy  even  for  LDS  students  to  comply  with  B  YU’s  stringent 
honor  code.  Standards  officials  will  not  say  exactly  h'ow  many  LDS 
students  are  caught  violating  the  honor  code  each  year,  but  according 
to  Michael  Whitaker,  director  of  University  Standards,  there  are 
“lots.” 

How  much  harder  it  must  be  for  non-member  students  to  follow 
standard^  that  may  not  be  a  part  of  their  personal  moral  structure  to 
begin  with. 

When  they  are  told  by  BYU  that  drinking  could  get  them  suspended 
from  school,  they  probably  feel  the  same  way  LDS  students  might  feel 
attending  Bob  Jones  University,  where  inter-racial  dating  is  for¬ 
bidden. 

Richard  Smith,  director  of  public  relations  at  Bob  Jones,  said  the 
school  has  few  problems  with  students  not  abiding  by  the  rule,  because 
students  know  where  the  university  stands  before  they  apply  for 
admission. 

If  someone  is  caught  violating  the  rule,  they  are  expelled.  Smith  said 
no  one  objects  to  this  because,  “It’s  a  privilege  to  attend  here,  not  a 
right.” 

Sounds  familiar.  BYU  officials  have  the  same  attitude.  This  is  a 
private  institution  where  the  leaders  have  every  right  to  make  what¬ 
ever  rules  they  see  fit. 

Many  BYU  students,  LDS  or  not,  would  probably  have  a  hard  time 
following  the  rules  at  Bob  Jones  University,  because  we  generally 
don’t  share- their, beliefs.  We  might  call  them  racists  and  believe  our. 
civil  liberties  are  being  trampled  on. 

That’s  how  some  non-LDS  students  here  feel  —  trampled  on.  We 
sympathize  with  their  frustrations,  but  changing  BYU’s  system  is  not 
the  answer.  It  hardly  seems  fair  to  allow  any  group  of  students  to  shirk 
the  honor  code,  while  expecting  others  to  follow  it.  If  this  were 
allowed,  new  problems  would  surface. 

Part  of  the  reason  for  having  the  code  in  the  first  place  is  BYU  needs 
to  display  the  wholesome  atmosphere  that  exists  here.  Every  BYU 
student  is  looked  to  as  a  microcosm  of  the  university,  and  outsiders  do 
not  distinguish  between  LDS  and  non-LDS  students.  If  the  university 
accepted  a  lower  standard  of  behavior  from  any  segment  of  the  student 
body,  it  would  reflect  on  the  institution  as  a  whole. 

The  solution  must  be  for  all  students  to  think  seriously  about 
whether  they  can  abide  by  BYU’s  standards  before  they  come  here.  If 
they  can’t,  integrity  demands  they  choose  another  school’ to  attend. 

We  must  snuff  out  the  attitude  shared  by  many  and  voiced  by  two 
students  on  campus  who  were  recently  overheard  saying,  “I  don’t  give 
a  —  about  the  honor  code;  I  just  won’t  get  caught.”

Often  during  my  four  years  at 
BYU  I  have  noticed  that  many  pro¬ 
fessors  have  trouble  identifying 
their  employers.

Any  professor  should  be  able  to 
determine  if  a  student  has  attended 
class  by  his  test  scores.  If  the  stu¬ 
dent  can  do  well  without  attending 
the  lecture,  then  the  lectures  are, 
more  than  likely,  worthless  and 
there  is  , no  reason  to  attend  class. 
His  time  could  probably  be  better 
spent  elsewhere  (which,  sadly 
enough,  is  often  the  case). 

Rather  than  obligating  students 
to  attend  all  lectures,  students 
should  be  allowed  to  determine  the 
quality  and  usefulness  of  lectures. 
Professors  who  notice  a  lack  of 
attendance  by  students  who  do  well 
in  class  should  then  feel  morally  obli¬ 
gated  to  improve  their  lectures  so 
the  student  isn’t  required  to  waste 
valuable  time  and  money.

Aquino  offers  a  new  beginning,  an  ex¬ 


citement  for  ambitious  change  and  a 
turn  back  to  democracy.  But  Aquino 
inherits  a  great  deal  of  Marcos’  past. 


This  political  baggage  is  unreliable, 
defective  and  offers  little  hope  of 


operating  at  all  even  if  President 
Aquino’s  ideas  are  popular  and  moral¬ 
ly  strong.  A  general  review  of  the 
situation  facing  Mrs.  Aquino  will  help 
bring  out  the  .more  obvious  obstacles 
she  is  sure  to  encounter  along  the 
way. 

.  The  Philippine  economy  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  an  agricultural  base  and  a 


few  primary  industries.  This  is  not  to 
imply  that  an  agriculturally-based 
economy  is  inherently  weak.  In  the 
case  of  the  Philippines,  agriculture 
serves  as  the  main  ingredient  for  the

nation’s  exports,  most  of  this  in  the 

form  of  sugar  and  coconut  trade.  The 
economy  has  little  diversity  and  lacks 
any  kind  of  internal  dynamic  for  spur¬ 
ring  sustained  growth.  Much  can  be 
blamed  on  the  existence  of  two  sepa¬ 
rate  economies  operating  in  the  Phi- 


The  first  economy  has  been  run  by 
Marcos  loyalists.  This  economy  has 
links  to  the  outside  world,  and  enjoys 
a  lifestyle  almost  totally  independent 
of  the  majority  of  Filipinos.  Health 
services  and  education  opportunities 
are  readily  accessible  for  those  be¬ 
longing  to  this  economic  class.  Their 
main  political  goal  is  maintaining 
their  previous  lifestyle  and  making 
sure  they  are  able  to  exert  the  politic¬ 
al  influence  necessary  to  realize  this 
goal.  President  Aquino  has  to  deal 
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with  this  group  because  they  hold  the 
trading  and  financial  strings  to  the 
outside  world.  Aquino  will  be  closely 
scrutinized  by  both  her  supporters 
and  the  elites  as  she  walks  this  preca¬ 
rious  line  of  working  with  her  political 
enemies. 

The  second  economy  of  the  Philip¬ 
pines  is  composed  of  those  previously 
wielding  little  or  no  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  power.  They  constitute  the 
majority  of  the  Philippine’s  popula¬ 
tion  of  55  million.  Many  of  these  live  at 
or  below  a  subsistence  standard  of  liv¬ 
ing.  They  realize  little  educational 
and  financial  opportunities.  Starva¬ 
tion,  disease  and  unemployment  are 
widespread  and  continue  to  increase. 
This  second  economy  has  no  links  to 
the  international  economy  and  there¬ 
fore  receives  no  benefit  from  Philip¬ 
pine  trade  with  the  outside  world. 
Their  immediate  goals  are  to  realize  a 
vast  improvement  in  their  political, 
economic  and  social  lifestyles.  This 
constitutes  Aquino’s  greatest  chal¬ 
lenge  with  the  second  economy  — 
making  the  needed  reforms  at  a  pace 
and  quality  perceived  to  be  sufficient 
by  the  majority  of  Filipinos. 

The  political  structure  of  the  Philip¬ 
pines  needs  to  be  drastically  re¬ 
formed.  The  constitution  was 
changed  by  Marcos  on  several  occa¬ 
sions  so  that  now  much  of  the  political 
power  in  government  is  entrusted  to 
the  presidency.  Going  back  to  the  ori¬ 
ginal  form  of  the  constitution  will  not 
be  enough.  Many  argue  that  the 
reason  Marcos  was  able  to  become  a 
self-appointed  dictator  was  in  part 
due  to  the  weakness  in  the  original 
constitution.  For  this  reason,  a  new 
constitution  will  have  to  be  drafted 
that  will  embody  a  guaranteed  sys¬ 
tem  of  checks  and  balances. 

The  military  enjoys  a  new  prestige 
because  of  its  involvement  in  Marcos’ 
downfall.  There  are  few  that  fail  to 
recognize  the  potential  danger  of 
military  influence  on  decision  makers 
during  times  of  national  crisis. 

President  Aquino  and  Vice- 
president  Laurel  ran  for  office  as  the 
unified  opposition  to  Marcos;  this  uni¬ 
ty  is  to  a  large  extent  mythical. 
Aquino  and  Laurel  never  fully  repre¬ 
sented  the  opposition  and  a  little  over 
a  month  ago  the  two  were  barely 
more  than  political  enemies. 

President  Aquino  is  fully  aware  of 
all  of  the  above  points.  If  she  finds 
success  in  the  face  of  these  chal¬ 


lenges,  she  may  be  able  to  survive  the  !0,_| 
hidden  problems  that  every  politician  [*j*  . 
encounters  alone  the  wav.  But  she:™: 


encounters  along  the  way.  But  she1 
.will  need  outside  help. 

The  United  States  needs  to  offer  a 
different  kind  of  help  than  the  Reagan 
administration  is  accustomed  to  giv¬ 
ing.  The  president  himself  has  shown 
the  world  in  the  past  few  weeks  that 
he  is  more  interested  in  power  politics 
than  fulfilling  the  needs  of  our  friends 
in  the  Philippines.  Two  weeks  ago  the 
president  condemned  the  elections, . 
claiming  “both  sides  cheated;  we  are  W 
going  with  Marcos.”  Tuesday  hisij® 
press  secretary  told  us  the  president 
was  encouraged  with  the  democratic 
process  in  the  Philippines  and  be¬ 
lieved  political  freedoms  were  return-; 
ing  to  that  country.  Reagan  has 
siezed  the  turn  of  events  in  the  Philip¬ 
pines  to  proclaim  a  personal  foreign 
policy  victory  rather  than  offer  sub¬ 
stantial  assistance  to  Aquino.  What 
could  this  assistance  include?  Consid¬ 
er  the  following: 

— -  Offer  economic  aid  contingent  on 
acceptance  of  the  U.N.  Declaration  of 
Human  Rights  by  all  major  factions 
participating  in  the  government  pro¬ 
cess.  This  legitimizes  Aquino’s  role  in 
tending  to  basic  human  needs  and  re¬ 
lieves  the  U.S.  of  being  directly  in¬ 
volved  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
Philippines. 

—  Propose  technical  and  scholarly 
exchange  with  the  Philippines  to 
focus  primarily  on  rural  reconstruc¬ 
tion  and  long-range  agricultural  plan¬ 
ning.  This  includes  land  reform, 
building  new  medical  and  educational 
facilities,  etc. 

—  Above  all,  stress  the  importance 
of  social-welfare  concerns  over  U.S. 
military  presence  and  proposals  for 
military  assistance  to  the  new  gov¬ 
ernment. 

There  is  hope  for  the  Philippines. 
Aquino  possesses  the  will  to  improve  | 
the  Filipino  lifestyle.  But  she  needs 
cooperation  from  her  own  people  and 
farsighted  assistance  from  the  Unitec 
States.  Though  the  situation  in  the 
■  Philippines  is  worrisome,  all  parties 
must  work  together  to  make  sure  the 
celebrations  in  the  streets  are  trans¬ 
lated  into  lasting  success  for  a  natior 
that  has  experienced  strife  and  dis¬ 
appointment  for  a  very  long  time.
